So that the magi 
ſtrat beinge the life of the law,$& rhe law the 
life of the common wealth, in the ſafetie of 
the magiſtrat muſt needes conſiſt the ſafetie 
of the common wealth. This ſeemes to me 
to haue bene the cauſe,that the comon lawes 
of this realme, haue ordained greiuons pu 
niſhments for ſuch as ſhould indaunger f 7 
lines of principall magiſtrats.As 2 5. Eabw.3, 
It is layed downe, that if a man ſlaye the L. 
Chauncellor, L. Treaſerer, Iuſtices of cither 
bench, Iuſtices in Oyer, Iuſtices of aſſiſe,or 
Tuſtices aſſigned to heare and determine,be- 
inge in their place doinge there office, that 
fach offence is Treaſon. If then theire hath

bene and ought to be fo great care and pro- 

uicence for the preleruation and (afetye of 
thele interiour magiſtrats in reſpect, how 

much more ſhould there be in the eſtabliſh 
ing of the (afetie and ſecurnie of the ſuperi- 
our power & molt ſupreame wagiltracye, 
from whole throne and eſtare all other au- 
thorityes are deriued, and by whole priuati- 
on they be all extingniſhed. Such 1s the caus 
we now deale with, even the defence, pres 
ſeruation,and ſafetie,of your molt excellent 
Maieltie:' A princſſe of ſuch peerleſnes and 
ſingularity, as meriteth no lefle to be regar= 
ded of all men tor priuat {:ngularitye, than 

honored for publike tunciion. For if the 
force and ſtrength of vertue be (uch, that 
the onely ſhewe and ſhadow of it hath that 
merueilous and magneticall attrattion, that 
it draweth vnto it the bartes and mindes of 
infinite people, as plainlye appeareth in the 
auntient nobles both Greekes & Romaines 
who wantinge the true knowledge of God 
(from whoſe divine maieſtie all vertues Coe 
proceed as from the fountayne & to whoſe 

glorye they ought ali to be diretted as to 
the final! ſcope) had in them ratFer forme 

and figure thanany matter of ſubſtance of 
true vertue; what an explicable cfleftes doth

counterfeite, and as farr as endlefſe glorve 
perpetuated by et-rnitye: {urpaſſeth periſh- 
ing fame,conſumed by tyme. T hey traue/ed 
for their owne glory which was talle, fading 
and momentary, your Mateſtie ſeeking the 
glorye of GoJ, ſhal! afſuredly be crowned 
with eternal/ glory.But toenter into rehear

As in the one I acknowledge 
it my weaknes and imbecilitie, ſo in the 0» 
ther I am lead by diſcretion and iudgment, 
For i the reſplendeny of your excellency, 
' vayne were itin me,8& fnuelous(in vttering 
my {lencer conceipt)to light as it were a can 
dle to diſcouer the Sunne. But whatſoever 
we can,let vs doe it in your ſeruice:whatſoe- 
uer we may;let vs deuiſe for your ſafetye. 

The ſafetye of your Maieſtie doth moſt 
conſiſt in preſervation of your moſt royall 
perſon, and of your eſtat. 

Your perſon and eſtat are beſtpreſerued 
by cuttinge of the perils that would moſt an 
noy them. The eſtate of your highnes is a 
free monarchy,aſoueraigne & abſolute po- 
wer,and authoritye inſtituted andordayned 
of God:for the defence of the good and pu 
niſhment of the enill, andfor the gouern. 
ment of all in pietye and Iuſtice. 

This your ſoueraigne eſtat is dangerouſly 
impeached with the perill of your perſon 
by the indeuour to bring in the' tirannye, 
ſuperioritye, and ſupremacye ofa foraigne 
Prelat: whoſe riches in times palt,hath bene 
our

that loath manna and long for the 
fleſhpots of Egipt, that loue the tongue of - 
the Caldies better than the language vt Ca.

with error, take Sodom for Stn, and Babell 
for Ieruſalem Of theſe people we are to 0b- 
ſerue two things. The ende whereat they 
Thoot,and the meane they vie to obrayne to 
that ende. 

Theende for which they would advaunce 
their tiranny,is,that therehy they might en-

Put ſo long as their hope endureth, 
they will never giue over their deuliſh ar- 
temprs If Prurus had not — to let Rome 
at liberty , he had never conſpired the death 
ofCesar.l f®hocas had not hoped to obtayne 
the imperiall dignitye, he had nor ſlayne his 
maſter Mauri ts.
